1» la reply to the request contained in Paragraph. 3 of the 
reference memorandum the records of this office disclose the inform- 
tion set forth hereafter in Paragraph 2. 

2, COI was established by Bxecutive Order of the President on 
11 July 1941 and on 13 June 1942 by Military Order of tlie President as 
C( 3 K®and©r in Chief it became 0G8, with the exception of the foreign 
inf Croatian activities which were transferred to GUI on the same date. 

OKI i-emitied separate and went out of existence in 1945* W Executive 
Order of 12 September 1945 the Research, and Analysis Branch and the 
Presentation Branch of CSS were transferred to the department of State, 
effective X October 1945. The remaining functions of OSS including 
personnel, property, records and funds were transferred to the War 
BeparttiKBt by Executive Order of 20 September 1945 and the functions 
of the Director and of the Joint Chiefs relating to the Director's 
.functions wore transferred to the Secretary of War. On ST September 
1945 Secretary Patterson created SSU, appointed a Director aad authorized 
him to preserve the functions and facilities needed for permanent 
peacetime purposes under the Assistant Secretary of War , who mad® JSW 
almost autonomous. CIG was created by the President by letter of 
22 January 1946 which was jointly directed to the Secretaries of State , 
War and Sswy. CIG was placed under the HI A. The FffiB function, of con- 
ducting monitoring of press and foreign propaganda broadest© of foreign 
powers "for the collection of intelligence information related to the 
national security was transferred from G«2 of the Army to VOX by HIA 
Directive »0.5 of 8 July 1946, On 3 April 1946 the Acting Secretary 
of War directed the liquidation of SSU which ceased to function as an 
operating entity effective 19 October 1946. The Am y-3ftwy «e«hington 
Docweata Center, formed in 1945 from part of G-2 and part of OKI was 
transferred to CIG os a unit on 1 Becesbev 1946. The national Security 
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Act of' 19 VF established the CIA In September of that year and there 
ms transferred to It the personnel, property and records of CIG. 

3, *Bb© foregoing eoaplsas the tnformtlon contained In air 
file®. Contact was had with the Historian of CIA. who advised that he 
has all the foregoing Infcaraaiton md soraevhat store, md that laic 
infccmtion Is he lag submitted t© the Career Service Board la what 
1© believed to he a comprehensive report, pursuant to a request 
similar to that contained In the reference memorandum. In view of 
this, it is not deemed necessary to repeat and include herein the 
information being submitted by the Historian.
